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NSC  Demon  Grid  Squad  Completes 
Successful  Season  With  7-3  Record 


Although  losing  three  of  their 
last  four  games,  the  Northwestern 
State  College  football  team  com- 
pleted a  successful  1961  season 
with  a  record  of  seven  wins  and 
three  losses,  tying  for  third  place 
in  the  Gulf  States  Conference. 

Wins  were  over  Stephen  F.  Aus- 
tin. Mexico  Poly.  Louisiana  Col- 
lege, Northeast,  the  University  of 
Corpus  Christi,  Louisiana  Tech, 
and  the  University  of  Southwest- 
ern Louisiana.  Losses  were  to  the 
University  of  Arkansas,  McNeese 
State,  and  Southeastern  Louisiana 
College. 

The  Demons  piled  up  249  points 
against  156  for  their  opponents. 
The  1960  team  had  a  3-6  record 
and  scored  but  82  points. 

Undefeated  in  six  games,  the 
Demons  lost  to  the  powerful  Ark- 
ansas Razorbacks  at  Little  Rock 
before  43.500  fans.  Playing  their 
poorest  game  of  the  season  for 
Homecoming,  the  team  lost  to 
McNeese  28-14.  A  27-14  win  over 
the  Southwestern  Bulldogs  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  for  the  De- 
mons to  meet  Southeastern  in  the 
final  game  for  a  share  of  the  GSC 
title.  But  the  Lions,  ranked  fourth 
in  the  nation,  were  too  much  for 
the  Demons,  who  fell  19-0. 

Eight  seniors  completed  their 
playing  careers  against  Southeast- 
ern. They  are  quarterback  Dickie 
Rogers,  halfbacks  Jimmy  Aldredge 
and   Troy   Burch,   fullback   J.   M.
